Ph« discovery nf these springs was 


rrndr by Dr Charles Gitchetl in quite an 
accidental manner. 
He .was strolhnp 


along the west b*nk of Monument creek 
one d*y when he observed at 'the bot 
torn of ihe <-tream, the water in wh'ch Was 
quite *hiH'>n', * «"y *v»Hent stain of red 
He traced this upward about a q-iarter of 
a mile, and found the stain growing deep- 
er a» he proceeded, until he reached a 
point where the water bubbled from the 
earih, and the springs were discovered. 
The doctor, realizing"* the importance of 
the discovery, took sotne of the water t6 
his office rnd boiling a gallon of it down 
obtained a, 18 grains of sesqw oxide of iron 
from that quantity of the fluid. This re- 
sult is very gratifying, and shows that the 
proportion of iron in the water is large. 


U will appear strange to many (hat these 


springs should never have been found be 
fore, and it would be, indeed, remarkable 
were there not a good explanation 
The 


bend of the Monument on the margin of 
which the springs were»Jiscovered, has 
been, until this summer, the main channel 
of ihe stream 
Last summer, however, 


the Denver and Kio Grande road dammed 
the Creek at the pUce where the curve be 
gan and turned the creek into another 
channel, so that the water' should run- 
more directly under the railroad bridge. 
This, of course, caused the old bed to dry 
up, and then the presence of the mineral 
springs became evident, 


We visited these springs yesterday, and 


found them quite as remarkable as the) 
hnd been reported to be 
There are three 


in close proxim ly to each other.

them can be included in a circle whose 
diameter is less than three feet, and the

entirely devoid of mineral characteristics. 
These two springs are the last in the chan-

Below~the spitng* -there is quite a 


large *(reAm of wa'er, all of which coims 
rom them. We measureo! the flow of tl e 
two springs first mentioned, and from our 
has'y experiment were led to conclude 
that over sixty barrels of Water per da> 
flo* from these alone. 


The water is singularly clear and cold 


and has'a metallic ta-lc slightly modified 
by the presence of sulphur. The cfound 
in the \icinity of Aie springs 15 thickK 
coated with a deposit of oxide of irop^

is no dnubt that the--e waters 


possess valuable medicinal qualities and 
•'pecirne^s of it have been sent to a dis- 
tinguished thrnmt for a qualitative and 
quantitative anal) sis. 
1 he waters arc 


pleasant to the taste but lack the pun- 
gency and sparkle of Iron L"ie waters, of 
Manitou, owing to the <*b>em c of carbonic 
acid gas which give the^e qualities to the 
tauer.
